CLINTON WILL ‘RESTORE OUR 
ALLIANCES,’ OBAMA SAYS

President-elect Obama called for “a new 
dawn of American leadership” on Monday 
as he formally introduced his national 
security team, led by Sen. Hillary Clinton 
as his nominee for secretary of state. 

“We will strengthen our capacity to 
defeat our enemies and support our 
friends,” Obama said in Chicago. “We 
will renew old alliances and forge new and 
enduring partnerships.” 

Obama said he was sticking to his goal of 
removing American combat troops from 
Iraq within i6 months, which he called 
“the right time frame,” and that this would 
be accomplished with safety for the troops 
and security for the Iraqi people. 

He introduced his team one by one, 
starting with Clinton, his former bitter 
rival for the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination; then Defense Secretary Robert 
Gates, who will stay on, at least for a time. 



BILL APPROVED 

Hillary Clinton scarcely had finished 
speaking when her husband issued a 
written statement. “She is the right person 
for the job of helping to restore America’s 
image abroad, end the war in Iraq, 
advance peace and increase our security,” 
former President Bill Clinton said, ap 



in the new administration; Gen. James L. 
Jones, the former NATO commander, to 
be national security adviser; Gov. Janet 
Napolitano of Arizona to be secretary 
of homeland security: Susan Rice to be 
ambassador to the UN, and Eric Holder 
to be attorney general. 

All of the nominations had been 


expected, and the president-elect’s 
announcement contained no surprises. 
It did, however, contain some not very 
thinly veiled criticism of the Bush admin- 
istration. 

“Hillary’s appointment is a sign to friend 
and foe of the seriousness of my commit- 
ment to renew American diplomacy and 
restore our alliances,” Obama said, appar- 
ently alluding to the effects of President 
Bush’s Iraq policy— which the president- 
elect has bitterly criticized— on America’s 
international relationships. 

And when the new president introduced 
Holder, he said: “Let me be clear: The 
attorney general serves the American peo- 
ple, and I have every expectation that Eric 
will protect our people, uphold the public 
trust and adhere to our Constitution.” 

Bush’s handling of the Justice Department 
has often been criticized, as has former 
Attorney General Alberto Gonzales, who 
was portrayed by many Democrats and 
some Republicans on Capitol Hill as little 
more than Bush’s personal lawyer. 

The choice of Clinton to be the country’s 
top diplomat has drawn the most atten- 
tion in recent weeks, but the bitterness of 
their contest in the presidential primaries 
seemed all but forgotten on Monday 

“Mr. President-elect, thank you for this 
honor,” Clinton said. “If confirmed, I will 
give this assignment, your administration 
and our country my all.” 

Barring extraordinary surprises, the 
confirmation of Obama’s choices seems 
assured.

“These mortgages have been considered more 
safe and sound for portfolio lenders than many 
fixed rate mortgages,” David Schneider, home 
loan president ofWashington Mutual, told federal 
regulators in early 2006. Two years later, WaMu

The administration’s blind eye to the impend- 
ing crisis is emblematic of a philosophy that 
trusted market forces and discounted the need 
for government intervention in the economy Its 
belief ironically has ushered in the most massive 
government intervention since the 1930s. 

“We’re going to be feeling the effects of the 
regulators’ failure to address these mortgages for 
the next several years,” said Kevin Stein of the 
California Reinvestment Coalition, who warned 
regulators to tighten lending rules before it was 
too late.

Can every line 
be a green line? 

When you ride the CTA, you may feel a wee bit morally superior 
when it comes to your carbon footprint. 

In stations, you see recycling bins. And on the train? Per CTA 
Board Chairwoman Carole Brown, an eight-car “E’ filled to capacity 
represents i,ooo cars snatched from city streets. 

Still, the agency could seize even more environmental opportu- 
nities. At least that’s the contention of several riders who recently 
wrote to “Going Public,” offering suggestions like these: 

Get crackin’ on carbon offsets 

With fare increases looming on Jan. i, riders have no shortage of 
ideas for the CTA to make some bank. One in particular piqued 
“Going Public’s” curiosity, as it involved the environment. 

“The CTA should sell carbon offsets to raise revenue,” James 
Reyes of Albany Park wrote in an e-mail to “Going Public.” 

In short, such a program could allow local individuals to pay a fee 
to compensate for not going greener by riding trains or buses. 

Great news for the Green Brigade: The CTA is exploring the idea, 
CTA spokeswoman Katelyn Thrall said, but before it could collect 
carbon offset revenue, the agency would have to be able to quantify 
those offsets, effectively calculating the difference between the car- 
bon footprints of taking public transit versus driving. 

The CTA also would need to formally join a carbon-trading mar- 
ket, Thrall said. 

That is in the works on local, state and federal levels, according 
to Thrall, who said the CTA is part of the American Public Transit 
Association, which currently is developing the needed standards 
for inclusion in federal climate change legislation. The agency also 
is working toward starting carbon offset programs through the 
Chicago Climate Action Plan and the Illinois Climate Change 
Advisory Group, Thrall said. 

Move that bin! 

Lakeview rider Daniel Roshevsky supports the blue recycling bins 
the CTA places at stations but questions the placement of them, 
specifically at the Red Line’s Granville stop. 

“The bin is located next to the ‘up’ escalator,” Roshevsky, 23, 
wrote in an e-mail to “Going Public.” “This means that a rider 
coming down the stairs after getting off the train would have to 
completely turn around and walk to the escalator ... to recycle their 
paper.” 

Thrall said the recycling bins are “placed in a location that would 
make it convenient for customers who wish to recycle as well as not 
impact the flow of customer traffic through the station.” 

She also explained that during construction bins sometimes get 
misplaced. Concerned riders can notify a customer representative or 
send an e-mail to ctahelp@transitchicago.com, she said.

Balfour awaits formal 
charges In connection 
with three slayings

Police arrested the estranged brother-in- 
law of Jennifer Hudson on Monday in the 
deaths of the entertainer’s mother, brother 
and young nephew, taking him from a pris- 
on where he had been held on a suspected 
parole violation. 

William Balfour was arrested at Stateville 
Correctional Center and released to 
detectives as he awaited formal charges in 
the shooting deaths of the singer and Oscar- 
winning actress’ relatives, said Chicago 
police spokeswoman Monique Bond. 

Until Monday, police had identified 
Balfour, 27, only as a “person of interest” in 
the investigation. He had not been charged 
by late Monday afternoon, said Andy 
Conklin, a spokesman for the Cook County 
state’s attorney’s office. 

The bodies of Jennifer Hudson’s mother, 
Darnell Hudson Donerson, and brother, 
Jason Hudson, were discovered Oct. 24 at 
the family’s home on the South Side. The 
body of 7-year-old Julian King was found

three days later in an SUV on the West Side. 
All three had been shot. 

Police took Balfour into custody the same 
day the bodies of Donerson and Hudson 
were discovered. After 48 hours— the 
longest Chicago police can hold a person 
without charges— Balfour was taken by the 
Illinois Department of Corrections on the 
suspected parole violation. 

Balfour— Julian’s stepfather and the 
estranged husband of Jennifer Hudson’s 
older sister, Julia Hudson— served seven 
years for a 1999 attempted murder and 
vehicular hijacking conviction. 

His mother, Michelle Balfour of Chicago, 
has denied that her son had anything to 
do with the deaths. Telephone numbers 
for Balfour’s mother and sister were 
disconnected Monday 

Balfour had refused to take a lie-detector 


test and stopped cooperating with detectives 
in the case, a police official, who was not 
authorized to discuss the case publicly and 
spoke on condition of anonymity, has said. 

Police have confirmed they found the gun 
used in the killings. The .45-caliber gun was 
discovered less than a week after Balfour 
was taken into custody in a vacant lot in the 
neighborhood where King’s body was found 
a few days earlier. 

Bond declined to discuss any evidence 
Monday But after a hearing at the prison, 
the chairman of the Illinois Prisoner Review 
Board said a woman had told authorities that 
a gun used in the slayings was “identical” to 
the gun that was recovered. 

At the time, board Chairman Jorge Montes 
said the evidence was key to a decision finding 
probable cause that Balfour violated his parole 
and should remain locked up pending a Dec. 3 
hearing before a review board panel. Balfour 
did not have an attorney at the November 
hearing, and the Cook County public 
defender’s office said at the time that nobody 
from the office had been assigned because he 
was not formally charged with a crime. 

No one in the public defender’s office 
was assigned to Balfour’s case late Monday, 
and it was not clear whether he had other 
representation.

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Chicago offers 

amnesty 

for red-light, 
parking tickets 

People with Chicago parking or red-light 
tickets who take advantage of an amnesty 
that began Monday could save money and 
avoid the possibility of getting “booted” next 
month. 

Half of the penalty 
for late payments 
on the 3.5 million 
outstanding tick- 
ets issued before 
2007 will be waived 
for those who pay 
under the amnes- 
ty that ends Feb. 
14, city Revenue 
Department 
Director Bea Reyna- 
Hickey said. 

And people whose 
cars were sold or 
wrecked as a result 
of being booted 
won’t have to come 
up with boot, tow 
and storage fees if they pay the tickets, she 
said, noting payment plans would be available 
to more people than before. 

Those who pay after the amnesty ends 
also could be hit with a new fee, because the 
city will start passing along the cost of plac- 
ing tickets into collection. That adds up to 
22 percent, Reyna-Hickey said. 

“This is an important opportunity for 
motorists to come into compliance,” Mayor 
Daley said in a statement. “The amnesty 
period allows motorists to pay their tickets 
in full and get a 50 percent discount on the 
penalties.” 

At the end of the amnesty, the city would 
place the Denver Boot on vehicles with two 
or more year-old parking and red-light tickets. 
Currently, a vehicle must have three tickets, 
although they don’t have to be a year old. 

Daley’s recently passed 2009 budget banks 
on collecting $4.2 million in additional rev- 
enue by lowering the boot threshold to two 
tickets. Reyna-Hickey said the city is owed 
$40.1 million on tickets not paid for more 
than a year. 

The city’s last ticket amnesty was in 2002, 
Reyna-Hickey said. During the past 10 years, 
the number of tickets issued annually has 
dropped to about 2.6 million from 3.5 mil- 
lion, she said. 

But revenue during that period rose to 
about $182 million from $68 million, she 
added.

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Cubs attract suitors 

Despite credit crunch, at least three buyers make fresh bids for team

Interest in buying the Chicago Cubs 
remains healthy despite the worst financial 
crisis since the Great Depression. 

At least three prospective buyers submit- 
ted second-round bids to Tribune Co. for 
the North Side team by the Thanksgiving 
deadline, according to sources involved in 
the sales process. 

Chicago real estate investor Hersch Klaff; 
the Ricketts family, founder of online bro- 
kerage TD Ameritrade Holding Corp.; and 
a group led by Marc Utay a New York pri- 
vate equity investor, are in the hunt to land 
one of baseball’s most storied franchises. 

Utay, Klaff and Tom Ricketts, a Chicago 
bond salesman who is leading the family 
bid, declined to comment. 

They were among five finalists selected 
in July to remain in an auction organized by 
Tribune to sell the ballclub, Wrigley Field 
and the media company’s 25 percent stake in Comcast SportsNet, 
a regional cable sports network. Originally, 10 parties expressed 
interest in the bidding. 

The two other finalists— Houston businessman Jim Crane and 
Mark Cuban, owner of the Dallas Mavericks basketball team— did 
not return messages seeking comment, and it could not be deter- 
mined as of Monday evening whether they had submitted new 
bids. 

While Cuban has expressed enthusiasm for owning the Cubs, 


he has not been active in the sales process for months, according 
to a source. His chances of becoming an owner, which includes 
approval by a majority of team owners, took a hit when federal 
securities regulators charged him last month with insider trading. 

While the economic downturn has derailed corporate dealmak- 
ing, the Cubs are viewed by some as a once-in-a-lifetime opportu- 
nity to buy a franchise with a national following despite not hav- 
ing won a World Series in a century Its allure lies in its “lovable 
loser” reputation as well as a historic ballpark situated in a thriving 
Chicago neighborhood. 

But the financial crunch likely will impact the size of the offers, 
as the cost of financing has risen and lenders are hesitant to extend 
credit. 

“We have always doubted the ability to obtain a price over 
$900 million for the Cubs, and those doubts have been reinforced 
by the collapse in the credit markets and the attendant compres- 
sion of asset valuations,” wrote an analyst at CreditSights Inc. in a 
report last week. 

Sources declined to comment on the size of the three bids. A 
Tribune spokesman also declined to comment on the sales process. 
Before the recent downturn, some had estimated that the team and 
related assets could fetch about $i billion. 

Nevertheless, the new bids are a boost to Tribune, which is suf- 
fering from a sharp decline in advertising sales at its eight major 
daily newspapers, including the Chicago Tribune. The Cubs have 
been for sale since April 2007, when Chicago real estate billionaire 
Sam Zell reached a deal to take Tribune private. The deal saddled 
the company with $13 billion in debt. 

Zell has indicated that he would like to reach a deal to sell the 
Cubs by year-end.

Snow ushers in December 


KEEP IN MIND 

It’s not winter 
yet.

Tlie season’s first winter 
storm buffeted mucli of 
Illinois with snow and 
gusty winds, stranding 
airline passengers in 
Chicago and leaving ice- 
slicked roads blamed for 
two deaths before taper- 
ing off Monday after- 
noon. 

“Welcome to winter 
in Chicago— it’s here,” 

Chicago Streets and Sanitation spokesman Matt 
Smith said at a morning briefing recounting the 
night’s snow-fighting activities. 

In addition, more than loo city residents woke 
up this morning to find their cars gone— towed 
from their street parking spots as part of the 
city’s overnight winter storm parking ban. 

The snow coincided with the start of the city’s 
overnight winter parking ban on 107 miles of the 
city’s “most vital arterial streets.” 

As of 7:30 a.m., 165 vehicles had been ticketed, 
towed and impounded. Smith said. That was up 
slightly from the 149 handled the same way on 
the first day of the ban a year ago. 

The snow fell during the morning rush hour, 
slowing traffic on many expressways and major 
streets to a crawl. Numerous spinouts were 
reported on slick roads, and entrance and exit 
ramps to expressways were icy

Durbin asks Bush 
to cut Ryan’s sentence 


Sen. Dick Durbin asked President Bush on 
Monday to consider commuting former Gov 
George Ryan’s 6 Vz-year racketeering sentence 
to time served, standing firm on his appeal for 
mercy despite an outpouring of criticism. 

“This action would not pardon him of his 
crimes or remove the record of his convic- 
tion, but it would allow him to return to his 
wife and family for their remaining years,” 
Durbin said in a letter to Bush. 

Durbin told reporters he was moved by the 
plight of Ryan’s wife, Lura Lynn, who is in ill 
health and needs her husband by her side. 

“I am asking for mercy for the husband of a 
woman I admire very much,” he said. 

Ryan, 74, a one-term Republican governor, 
was convicted in 2006 of racketeering, fraud 
and other offenses, and has served one year 
of his federal prison sentence. It is customary 
for an outgoing president to issue pardons and 
commute sentences before leaving, and Ryan is 
pinning his hopes for early release on Bush. 


In his letter, Durbin described Ryan’s cir- 
cumstances in dismal terms. 

“He has lost his state pension benefits 
and a commutation will not restore them,” 
Durbin said. “He would emerge from prison 
facing economic uncertainty at an advanced 
stage of his life.” 

Durbin said last week that he was consider- 
ing an appeal to Bush, triggering criticism. 

“I can tell you in the last few days there has 
been an outpouring of emotion in this state over 
the suggestion of clemency for George Ryan— 
overwhelmingly negative,” Durbin said at the 
Union League Club in downtown Chicago. 

Patrick Collins, who was chief prosecutor 
at the Ryan trial, said commuting a sentence 
should be reserved for extraordinary cases. 

“My question is, what is the extraordinary 
circumstance we have here?” Collins said. 
“Yes, we have an elderly defendant but that 
doesn’t distinguish Mr. Ryan from many other 
people in the federal prison population.”

PERSONAL FOUL 

Burress charged in shooting that has put the spotlight on athletes, guns 


NFL gun policy 

Guns and weapons policy (This policy 
applies to all employees of the NFL and its 
member clubs, including players.) 

PROHIBITIONS 

Whether possessed legally or illegally, 
guns and other weapons of any kind are 
dangerous. You and your family can easily 
be the losers if you carry or keep these 
items in your home. You must not possess 
these weapons while traveling on league- 
related business or whenever you are on 
the premises of the following: 

» A facility owned, operated or being used 
by an NFL club (for example, training 
camp, dormitory, locker room, workout 
site, parking area, team bus, team plane, 
team hotel/motel); 

» A stadium or any other venue being used 
for an NFL event (for example, a game, 
practice or promotion); 

» A facility owned or operated by the NFL 
or any league company. 

Put simply, the league, the Players 
Association and law enforcement 
authorities urge you to recognize that you 
must not possess a gun or other weapon 
at any time you are performing any service 
for your team or the NFL. 

LEGAL POSSESSION 

In some circumstances, such as for s 
port or protection, you may legally 
possess a firearm or other weapon. 


However, we strongly recommend that 
you not do so. Any weapon, particularly 
a firearm, is dangerous, especially so 
when it is in a vehicle or within reach of 
children and others not properly trained 
in its use. 

UNDERSTANDING THE LAW 

If you legally possess a weapon, 
you must understand the local, state 
and federal laws that apply. The NFL 
Security representative in your area 
will help you get information about 
these laws. You should be aware that 
if you take a weapon from one place to 
another, for example across state lines, a 
different set of laws may apply in the new 
place. 

DISCIPLINE 

If you violate this policy on guns 
and other weapons, you are subject 
to discipline, including suspension 
from playing. And if you violate a 
public law covering weapons, for 
example possession of an unlicensed 
firearm, you are not only subject to 
discipline, including suspension from 
playing, but also subject to criminal 
prosecution. 

Remember, be careful and understand 
the risks.

NEW YORK Taken to court in liandcuffs, 
Plaxico Burress posted $ioo,ooo bail on 
weapons possession charges Monday as 
the frenzy grew around the Giants star 
receiver who accidentally shot himself in 
a nightclub. 

Authorities said teammate Antonio 
Pierce was being investigated over his role 
in the shooting, while the Giants weren’t 
sure what action they would take, if any, 
against Burress. The NFL said it was mon- 
itoring developments. 

Burress was walking toward the VIP 
room of Manhattan’s Latin Quarter 
nightclub after i a.m. Saturday, drink in 
one hand, when his .40 -caliber Glock 
started to slip from his waistband. New 
York Police Department spokesman Paul 
Browne said. Burress grabbed the gun, 
which fired, shooting him in the right 
thigh, police said. 

A witness reported hearing a popping 
sound before Burress’ legs began to shake, 
according to a criminal complaint. It said 
the person saw a bloody pistol fall out of 
his pant leg and land on the floor before 
Burress said “Take me to a hospital.” 

It’s believed Pierce took Burress to 
a car and then left with him, accord- 
ing to police. Burress was treated at 
New Tbrk-Presbyterian HospitalAVeill 
Cornell Medical Center and released later 
Saturday 

Burress was charged with two counts 
of second-degree criminal possession of a 
weapon, which could result in a prison sen- 
tence of 3 V2 years to 15 years if he is con- 
victed. He was not required to enter a plea 
Monday and is due back in court March 31. 
Burress did not say anything in court. 

“He is standing tall. He is a mature 
adult,” said Benjamin Brafman, his defense 
lawyer. “I think any professional athlete in 
this situation would be concerned.” 

Originally, police had said that running 
back Derrick Ward was with Burress and 
Pierce at the club, relying on information 
given to them from security guards at the 
bar. But police said later that it was unclear 
if Ward was at the club, and the running 
back denied that he was. 

The Giants have not decided what to 


do with Burress. New York could either 
suspend him again or deactivate him for 
Sunday’s game against the Eagles. The 
team also could release Burress, but that 
could put a strain on the team’s salary cap. 

“We’re dealing with that,” coach Tom 
Coughlin said Monday 
Police have looked at security video 
from the club and hospital and determined 
that Burress arrived at 1:20 a.m. and left at 
1:50 a.m. He arrived at the hospital at 2:04 
a.m. and went home ii hours later. 

Pierce declined to provide specifics 
about the incident Monday during a radio 
interview, but said that many facts of the 
case have been “misconstrued” and “dis- 


torted.” He has hired an attorney, he said. 

“Today has been a headache, and that’s 
about all I can say,” he told WFAN. 

The case drew the wrath of Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg, who has waged a 
long fight against illegal guns. He called for 
full prosecution of state law that requires 
mandatory prison for carrying a loaded 
handgun. 

“I don’t think anybody should be exempt 
from that, and I think it would be an out- 
rage if we didn’t prosecute to the fullest 
extent of the law, particularly people who 
live in the public domain, make their living 
because of their visibility— they’re the role 
models for our kids,” Bloomberg said.

Second Spears 
comeback almost 
as good as the first 

From staff and wire reports 

Britney Spears knows she’s had a crazy year. 

She admitted as much in Sunday’s MTV 
documentary “Britney: For the Record,” asking 
“What the hell was I thinking?” Mentioning 
her two psychiatric evaluations and losing 
custody of her sons as well as control over her 
own fortune, Spears said that she’s been fight- 
ing tooth-and-nail to find herself 

“Fm kind of stuck in the place and it’s like, 
‘How do I deal?’ ” she said in the film. “You just 
cope. And that’s what I do, I just cope with it.” 

With the Tuesday release of her sixth studio 
album, “Circus,” the former pop princess hopes 
to reclaim her crown. The new album is get- 
ting mostly positive reviews. But can “Circus” 
return Spears to the kind of massive, multi- 
platinum sales that she hasn’t seen since her 
1990S heyday? 

After her supposed first comeback with last 
year’s “Blackout,” even Spears knows that’s an 
overused term. 

“This whole year has been a hell of a year 


for me,” Spears tells Glamour magazine in 
its January 2009 issue. “I have ‘come back’ so 
many times, people are just like, ‘Is this another 
one?’ ... It’s kind of like a joke to me now” 
“Blackout” never had a chance at success 
because its star was falling apart with a string 
of tabloid-worthy exploits. It’s hard to generate 
hits when your personal life is in turmoil, after 
all, and your appearance on the 2007 Video 
Music Awards becomes a train wreck. 

In the Glamour interview, Spears admits she 
“didn’t know exactly where I stood with every- 
one.” But winning three awards at this year’s 
VMAs made her realize fans still wanted to see 
her. “When I received the awards and {the audi- 
ence] stood for me, it showed me how much 
love is out there,” she tells the magazine. 

And now she’s promoting “Circus,” which 
drops on her 27th birthday 

“Recording this album has helped take my 
mind off certain things,” she tells Glamour. 
“For me, my music is therapy ... It’s me talking 
to them, instead of just singing a song about 
something.” 

Now Spears— while still very different from 
her previous superstar incarnation, circa 1998- 
2003 — seems on the road to recovery thanks to 
court-appointed guidance from her dad and other 
positive developments, redeye, ap contributed.

Thinking about what to eat today? Perhaps you should consider which foods and beverages 
might actually help you think. 

While the majority of nutrition studies have focused on our hearts, bones and waistlines, 
a thoughtful bunch of scientists are amassing research on how what we put into our bodies 
affects the health of our brains. 

Brain cells, like all cells, start needing nutrition as soon as they’re created; that’s why there’s 
so much emphasis on good nutrition during pregnancy and early childhood to build healthy 
bodies and brains. More research is being done on how adult nutrition can affect cognitive 
function— the level at which the brain is able to manage and use available information for 
activities of daily life. 

So whether you’re choosing breakfast foods to keep you alert during an early morning busi- 
ness meeting or wanting an afternoon snack to boost concentration powers, here’s a roundup 
of food news to feed your mind. 



Folate 

FOUND IN: Orange juice, green vegetables, 
cantaloupe and whole-grain foods, including 
those enriched with folic acid such as breads, 
cereals, pasta and rice. 

GOOD FOR: The B vitamin folate has been 
shown to improve alertness in adults. New 
research shows that high blood folate levels 
help prevent high levels of homocysteine, 
which is associated with increased risk of 
dementia and Alzheimer’s disease. 



Choline 

FOUND IN: Egg yolks, peanuts, soybeans and 
flaxseeds. 

GOOD FOR: The nutrient helps support the 
brain’s messenger service, called neurotrans- 
mitters. It’s also linked to new memory cell 
production. 


Antioxidants 

FOUND IN: Foods from pomegranates to blue- 
berries to prunes to spinach boast high levels 
of antioxidants. 

GOOD FOR: The biochemicals fight diseases 
and, according to nutrition researchers at 
Tufts University, help fight off oxidative stress 
on our brains to help protect cognitive func- 
tion. 

Theanine 

FOUND IN: The amino acid is in green, black 
and oolong teas. 

GOOD FOR: New research shows that the- 
anine increases alpha brain-wave activity, 
which induces a calmer, yet more alert, state 
of mind. 

Water 

FOUND IN: Taps, 
as well as in fresh 
fruit and vegetable 
snacks.
